REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
have  the  honor  to  submit  their  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
school  for  the  year  1920,  the  twenty-ninth  annual  report. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  350  of  the  General  Acts  of 
1919  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  was  placed  in  the 
Department  of  Education.  The  Commissioners  have  regularly 
submitted  bulletins  on  the  operations  of  the  school  to  the 
Department  of  Education;  have  conducted  through  it  corre- 
spondence and  business  with  other  departments  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; and  have  received  the  co-operation  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education. 

During  the  year  70  cadets  have  been  admitted  to  the  school, 
35  in  the  spring  and  35  in  the  fall,  selected  by  competitive 
examination  from  159  applicants,  all  the  sons  of  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth.  There  have  been  graduated  and  diplomas 
awarded,  after  two  years  of  instruction,  to  50  cadets,  29  in  the 
spring  and  21  in  the  fall.  Twenty  have  left  the  school,  for 
various  causes,  without  completion  of  the  course. 

The  average  number  of  enrolled  cadets  in  the  school  has 
been  114.  At  the  opening  of  the  summer  and  winter  terms  the 
enrolled  cadets  were  limited  only  by  the  accommodations  of 
the  school  ship. 

While  there  has  been  during  the  year  an  increasing  depres- 
sion and  lack  of  employment  in  maritime  business,  the  gradu- 
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ates  of  the  school  have  secured  employment  as  officers  in  the 
merchant  marine,  which  has  given  evidence  that  there  is  a 
continued  and  ample  opportunity  to  secure  such  positions  for 
those  who  are  thoroughly  qualified. 

The  Navy  Department  sought  the  opportunity  to  enroll  all 
of  this  year's  graduates  in  the  Naval  Reserve.  A  large  number 
of  the  graduates  of  the  school  were  so  enrolled  during  the  war 
and  saw  active  service  in  the  Navy,  and  many  are  still  con- 
tinuing in  the  naval  service. 

The  graduates  of  the  school  during  the  twenty-nine  years 
of  its  existence  number  953,  and  the  Commissioners  do  not 
know  of  any  record  of  vocational  training  that  shows  such  a 
very  large  percentage  engaged  in  the  occupation  for  which  they 
have  been  prepared  as  that  of  the  Nautical  School. 

Tlie  Commissioners  have  maintained  their  usual  supervision 
of  the  affairs  of  the  school  and  have  conducted,  both  with  and 
without  notice,  various  inspections  of  all  the  departments  of 
its  activities  throughout  the  year.  The  health  of  the  school 
continues  good  and  its  standard  of  instruction  and  discipline 
has  been  maintained. 

Personnel. 

Commissioner  William  E.  McKay,  after  twelve  years  of 
service,  was  reappointed  on  July  1,  1920,  for  an  additional  three 
years. 

Few  changes  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of  officers  and  in- 
structors. Lieut.  Nicolai  Sivertsen,  U.  S.  N.  A.  R.,  ^  after 
eighteen  years  of  efficient  service  as  instructor  in  seamanship, 
resigned  March  31,  1920,  to  take  up  active  service  in  the  mer- 
chant marine,  which  offered  compensation  which  the  school 
could  not  afford  to  meet. 

Lieut.  E.  V.  Sandstrom,  U.  S.  N.,  having  served  a  detail  of 
three  years  from  the  active  list  of  the  Navy,  was  detached  by 
the  Navy  Department,  and  in  spite  of  active  solicitation  on 
the  part  of  the  Commissioners,  the  Navy  Department  was 
unable  to  spare  an  officer  for  his  relief,  obliging  the  Commis- 
sioners to  replace  him  at  an  added  expense. 
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School  Finances. 

The  usual  financial  statement  will  be  found  in  its  accustomed 
place  on  the  last  page  of  this  report.  The  Commissioners, 
however,  very  much  regret  that  in  spite  of  their  best  efforts 
they  have  incurred  a  deficit  for  the  year,  and  have  expended 
S919.54  in  excess  of  the  total  appropriations  for  the  school, 
amounting  to  $87,416.95. 

In  order  to  avoid  a  deficit,  the  summer  cruise  was  materially 
restricted  in  order  to  save  coal,  which  has  reached  a  price  about 
three  times  that  estimated  for  the  year.  It  had  been  planned 
to  provide  a  sea  cruise  of  some  duration,  sailing  from  the  capes 
of  the  Chesapeake  direct  to  Halifax,  returning  to  Nantucket 
and  Provincetown  for  the  completion  of  the  cruise;  but  in 
order  to  avoid  the  expense  of  fuel,  which  would  have  been  in 
the  neighborhood  of  S500,  the  "Nantucket"  returned  from 
Chesapeake  Bay  to  Nantucket  Sound  and  completed  the 
cruise  with  the  minimum  expenditure.  This  was  not  to  the 
advantage  of  the  school.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  cruise 
the  services  of  4  seamen  and  3  firemen  were  dispensed  with, 
and  all  such  labor  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  ship  was 
performed  by  the  cadets. 

The  Navy  Department  loans  the  school  ship  "Nantucket" 
and  her  apparel  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  also  provides  for 
the  repairs  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hull,  machinery 
and  equipage.  The  Navy  Department  contributes  through 
appropriation  by  Congress  the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  further 
favors  the  Commonwealth  by  permitting  the  Commissioners  to 
purchase  various  supplies  at  the  navy  yards  and  stations. 

Other  Nautical  Schools. 

During  the  past  year  State  nautical  schools  have  been  put 
in  operation  by  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Washington, 
and  a  project  for  the  establishment  of  a  nautical  school  has 
been  launched  by  the  State  of  California.  The  State  of  New 
York  continues  to  maintain  an  efficient  nautical  school. 

The  indications  are  that  the  United  States  must  continue 
to  take  a  large  part  in  the  maritime  transportation  of  the  world, 
and  the  nautical  school  will  continue  to  be  an  advantage  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  nation. 
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Needs  of  the  School. 
During  the  summer  term,  from  April  to  October,  the  school 
ship  is  at  sea  engaged  in  the  practical  instruction  of  the  cadets. 
From  October  to  April,  the  period  of  study,  the  spar  deck  of 
the  "Nantucket"  is  housed  and  the  ship  is  moored  at  the  North 
End  Park  in  Boston,  at  a  berth  rented  from  the  Park  and 
Recreation  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston  at  a  rental 
of  $800. 

As  the  space  on  board  ship  is  inadequate  to  provide  for 
classrooms  and  at  the  same  time  subsist  and  lodge  the  officers, 
crew  and  cadets,  as  well  as  provide  storage  and  overhauling 
of  the  ship's  gear  not  in  use,  the  Park  Commissioners  have  per- 
mitted the  use  of  various  rooms  in  the  bath  building  adjoining 
the  berth  for  classrooms  and  storage  purposes.  These  accommo- 
dations are  obtained  as  a  privilege,  and  are  really  essential  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  ship,  but  unsuitable  and  inadequate 
for  the  purpose.  There  is  no  space  for  indoor  drills  or  recrea- 
tion during  the  winter  months,  no  workshop  for  practical  in- 
struction in  seamanship  and  repairs  to  machinery  with  suitable 
light  or  sanitary  appliances.  The  Commissioners  therefore 
have  thought  it  proper  to  inform  the  Legislature  of  these  con- 
ditions and  ask  whether  or  not  the  value  of  the  school  justifies 
suitable  expenditure  for  reasonable  accommodations.  For  this 
purpose  the  Commissioners  have  prepared  plans  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  at  the  North  End  Park  to  replace  a 
portion  of  the  present  bathhouse,  which  would  provide  the  city 
of  Boston  with  better  accommodations  than  it  has  at  present 
and  would  at  the  same  time  give  the  school  the  facilities  which 
it  requires. 

If  the  Commonwealth  believes  it  is  justified  in  providing 
permanent  accommodations  for  the  Nautical  School,  the  Com- 
missioners feel  that  no  more  suitable  site  can  be  found  than 
that  at  the  North  End  Park.  The  fact  that  a  large  number 
of  the  cadets  attending  the  school  come  from  the  vicinity  of 
Boston  and  that  Boston  is  the  center  of  the  maritime  activities 
of  the  State,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  make  it 
necessary  for  the  school  to  be  located  in  Boston.  No  property 
in  Boston  owned  by  the  Commonwealth  offers  the  advantages 
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of  the  North  End  Park  in  accessibility,  convenience  to  the  navy 
yard,  and  a  playground  adapted  for  and  used  continually  for 
drill  purposes.  With  these  views  in  mind,  the  Commissioners 
have,  therefore,  at  the  proper  time  submitted  recommendations 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  with  a  draft  of  a  bill,  as 
follows :  — 

Ax  Act  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical 
School  in  the  Department  of  Education. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  ordinary  revenues 
of  the  commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  expended  by  the  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School,  in  the  department  of  education,  for  the  construction  of 
a  building  on  land  of  the  city  of  Boston,  at  the  North  End  Park,  Boston, 
the  title  of  said  building,  as  completed,  to  vest  in  the  city  of  Boston  in 
consideration  of  a  lease  of  ninety-nine  years  of  that  portion  of  the  build- 
ing devoted  exclusively  to  the  purposes  of  the  nautical  school,  and  the 
use  of  the  adjoining  pier  for  berthing  the  school  ship  ''Nantucket"  from 
October  first  to  April  first  following  of  each  year.  The  construction  of 
the  building  shall  not  be  begun  until  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the 
governor  and  council  has  been  entered  into  between  the  commonwealth 
and  the  city  of  Boston.  The  appropriation  hereby  authorized  is  for  the 
construction  of  the  building  and  for  the  heating  plant  and  equipment  of 
that  portion  to  be  used  by  the  nautical  school. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  School  Record. 
During  the  past  year  there  have  been  186  students  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school.   They  came  from  74  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth,  as  follows :  —

Their  previous  education  was  as  follows:  high  schools,  161; 
academies,  11;  technical  schools  and  business  colleges,  13; 
colleges,  1.  The  average  age  of  the  cadets  at  entrance  was 
seventeen  years  and  six  months.  The  number  of  cadets  enrolled 
in  the  school  at  present  is  116. 


The  Spring  Graduation  Exercises. 
The  fifty-first  graduation  exercises  were  held  on  the  pier  at  , 
North  End  Park  on  March  31,  1920.  The  principal  addresses 
were  made  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Revere  Frothingham  and  by  Mr. 
Francis  T.  Bowles,  the  chairman  of  the  Board.  The  Alumni 
Association  prizes  were  awarded  to  Cadet  Master  Francis  X. 
Landrey,  Roslindale,  of  the  seamanship  class  and  Cadet  Engi- 
neer Arthur  G.  Berteaux,  Boston,  of  the  engineering  class. 
The  Massachusetts  Bible  Society  presented  a  suitable  Bible  to 
each  graduate. 
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The  Autumn  Graduation  Exercises. 

The  fifty-second  graduation  exercises  of  the  school  were  held 
on  September  14,  1920.  The  principal  addresses  were  made  by 
Acting  Chairman  William  E.  McKay  and  the  Rev.  George  H. 
Spencer,  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society.  The 
alumni  prizes  were  awarded  to  William  G.  Watt,  Auburndale, 
of  the  seamanship  class  and  Max  Gordon,  Dorchester,  of  the 
engineering  class. 

The  Bibles  presented  by  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society 
were  specially  prepared  for  the  graduates,  being  bound  in  blue, 
with  the  name  of  the  graduate  in  gold  on  the  cover,  with  the 
usual  label  on  the  inside  inscribed  "Presented  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bible  Society."

Superintendent's  Reports. 
The  Winter  Term. 
The  following  is  the  report  of  the  superintendent  on  the 
winter  term:  — 

1.   Instruction  of  First  and  Second  Classes  in  Navigation. 

Instruction  was  given  in  the  following:  Review  of  plane  and  Mercator 
sailings  and  definitions  in  nautical  astronomy,  instruments  and  their  use; 
meridian  altitude  of  sun  and  stars;  time  sights  for  longitude  and  day's 
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work  at  sea;  the  solution  of  great  circle  sailings,  by  computation,  dia- 
grams, charts  and  azimuth  tables;  amplitudes  and  azimuths  by  compu- 
tation, diagrams  and  tables;  chart  navigation,  care  of  charts,  symbols  and 
abbreviations;  the  use  of  the  three-armed  protractor;  the  deviation  of 
the  compass  and  practical  compensation;  latitude  by  ex-meridian  alti- 
tudes of  the  sun  and  stars  by  computation,  diagram  and  tables;  the  ordi- 
nary Sumner  line  of  position  and  Marcq  St.  Hilaire  method  and  Johnson's 
method;  the  identification  of  stars.  A  review  and  examination  in  the 
above  subjects  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

2.   Instruction  of  Third  and  Fourth  Classes  in  Navigation. 

The  course  of  instruction  for  these  classes  was  more  intensive  than 
heretofore  and  considerably  more  ground  was  covered,  with  the  idea  that, 
when  turned  over  to  the  navigator  for  the  summer  cruise,  these  classes 
would  be  prepared  to  work  meridian  altitudes  and  time  sights. 

Cadets  were  instructed  in  dead  reckoning  and  plane  sailing  by  compu- 
tation as  well  as  inspection;  the  more  common  methods  of  fixing  the 
position  of  a  ship  by  bearings  of  objects  on  shore;  time;  the  correction 
of  observed  altitudes;  definitions  in  nautical  astronomy;  the  celestial 
sphere  and  the  astronomical  triangle;  reading  a  sextant  and  observing 
altitudes. 

3.  Instruction  of  First  and  Second  Classes  in  Seamanship. 
This  course  of  instruction  included  elementary  ship  construction;  no- 
menclature of  the  ship,  spars  and  rigging;  ground  tackle,  how  to  proceed 
when  ship  goes  ashore;  handling  steamers  under  steam  and  under  steam 
with  auxiliary  sail;  rules  of  the  road;  rules  for  communicating  with  the 
shore  and  for  saving  life  in  case  of  shipwreck;  the  duties  of  third  officers; 
and  advanced  general  seamanship  including  the  laws  of  storms. 

4.  Instruction  of  Third  and  Fourth  Classes  in  Seamanship. 

This  instruction  consisted  of  elementary  general  seamanship;  the  no- 
menclature of  the  ship,  sails  and  rigging;  rules  of  the  road;  boxing  the 
compass;  marking  of  the  lead  and  log  lines. 

All  classes  received  instruction  in  practical  seamanship  in  the  rigging  ' 
loft,  and,  when  the  weather  was  suitable,  the  third  and  fourth  classes 
were  exercised  in  boats  under  oars. 

5.   Instruction  of  First  and  Second  Classes  in  Engineering. 

These  classes  received  instruction  in  the  following  subjects:  Fuels, 
properties  and  handling;  boilers,  construction,  operation  and  repair; 
boiler  accessories;  United  States  inspectors'  rules  for  boiler  construction 
and  test;  engines,  details  of  various  types,  construction,  operation,  over- 
haul and  adjustment;  indicators,  use  of  instrument,  analysis  of  diagrams, 
adjustment  of  valves  from  diagrams;  propellers,  pitch  and  slip;  con- 
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densers,  old  and  new  types,  methods  of  holding  tubes  tight;  auxiliary 
machinery,  pumps  of  various  types,  \vinch,  steering  and  anchor  engines 
and  care  of  same;  theories  of  boiler  corrosion,  and  methods  for  testing 
the  quaUty  of  water  for  boilers;  electricity,  motor  and  djTiamo  troubles. 

The  practical  work  for  these  classes  consisted  of  lathe  work,  centering, 
turning,  boring,  facing  and  thread  cutting;  boiler  inspection  and  clean- 
ing; care  of  bilges;  adjustment  of  main  engine  bearings,  fitting  of  spare 
brasses  by  scraping  to  crank  pins,  adjustment  by  leads  and  by  feel;  use 
of  all  the  usual  hand  tools  and  gauges;  piping,  names,  sizes  and  the  use 
of  all  fittings. 

These  classes  were  taken  on  several  inspection  trips  to  shipyards  and 
steamers,  where  they  were  given  opportunity  to  thoroughly  examine  the 
construction  of  various  kinds  of  marine  machinery. 

6.  Instruction  of  Third  and  Fourth  Classes  in  Theoretical 

Engineering. 

The  third  and  fourth  classes  w^ere  instructed  in  theoretical  engineering 
as  follows:  Theory  of  heat,  transfer  of  heat,  expansion  of  solids,  liquids 
and  gases;  Boyle's  law;  expansion  of  steam  in  engine  cylinder;  prob- 
lems in  expansive  working  of  steam,  showing  its  economy;  condensation, 
vacuum;  nomenclature  and  use  of  all  parts  of  simple  engines;  valves, 
types;  compound  and  triple  expansion  engines;  Scotch  boilers. 

The  practical  work  for  the  third  and  fourth  classes  consisted  of:  Gen- 
eral work  in  fire  and  engine  rooms,  such  as  bunker  trimming,  bilge  clean- 
ing and  boiler  work  of  the  simpler  kind. 

7.  Instruction  of  First  and  Second  Classes  in  Mathematics. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  term  these  classes  were  given  a  review  of 

the  first  part  of  algebra  with  the  addition  of  fractional  equations,  simul- 
taneous simple  equations  with  problems,  involution  and  evolution  and 
the  theory  of  exponents. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  second  term,  instruction  was  given  in  plane 
geometry,  all  the  principal  definitions  and  the  more  important  theorems 
being  covered.  During  the  remainder  of  the  term  instruction  was  given 
in  plane  trigonometry  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  spherical  trigo- 
nometry, particularly  the  solution  of  spherical  triangles  by  means  of 
Napier's  rules. 

8.   Instruction  of  Third  and  Fourth  Classes  in  Mathematics. 
Until  the  Christmas  vacation  these  classes  were  reviewed  in  arith- 
metic, with  special  reference  to  fractions  and  decimals.    Instruction  was 
then  given  in  algebra,  covering  the  following:  addition  and  subtraction, 
t  multiplication  and  division,  factoring  and  fraction,  and  simple  equations, 
i  Two  weeks  were  devoted  to  the  theory  and  practical  application  of  loga- 
rithms. 
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9.  Instruction  of  First  and  Second  Classes  in  English. 
Instruction  in  navigation  laws  and  elementary  international  and  ad- 
miralty law  was  included  in  the  English  course,  also  ship's  papers.  The 
lectures  furnished  by  the  Commissioners  were  also  used.  Articles  on 
professional  subjects  were  frequently  read  in  class,  the  cadets  afterwards 
being  required  to  wTite  a  summary  of  the  same.  These  papers  were  turned 
in  and  marked  by  the  instructor.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  the  best 
method  of  instruction  as  in  this  manner  a  cadet  learns  to  express  himself 
readily  and  at  the  same  time  is  taught  to  concentrate  on  the  matter  read. 
These  articles  have  been  taken  from  various  sources,  but  principally  from 
the  magazines  supplied  by  the  Commissioners. 

10.  Instruction  of  Third  and  Fourth  Classes  in  English. 
The  textbook  used  in  this  work  was  "The  Mother  Tongue,"  and  cov- 
ered the  following:  Parts  of  speech,  construction  and  analysis  of  sen- 
tences, Enghsh  composition.  Instruction  in  ship's  papers  was  also  given. 
Written  themes  were  required  on  professional  papers  which  were  read  to 
the  cadets. 

The  Summer  Term. 
F'ollowing  is  the  superintendent's  report  on  the  cruise:  — 

The  "Nantucket"  left  the  na\'y  yard,  Boston,  May  11,  1920,  and 
anchored  at  Provincetown,  Mass.,  the  same  day.  Early  the  next  morn- 
ing we  got  underway  in  order  to  "swing  ship"  for  compass  deviations 
and  to  station  and  exercise  the  crew  at  fire  quarters,  collision  drill  and 
abandon  ship  drill;  the  ship  proceeded  to  sea  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th  of  May  the  wind  shifted  from  southeast  to 
northeast  with  a  falling  barometer  and  increased  in  force  to  a  moderate 
gale.  The  weather,  however,  moderated  the  next  day.  On  May  17  the 
propeller  was  uncoupled  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  sail  alone  for  more 
than  two  days  and  at  times  made  8  knots.  On  the  19th  the  wind  hauled 
ahead  and  the  ship  proceeded  under  steam  only,  arriving  at  St.  Thomas 
at  1.45  P.M.,  May  21,  anchoring  in  the  inner  harbor.  I  called  on  the 
Governor  of  the  United  States  Virgin  Islands,  Rear  Admiral  J.  W.  Oman, 
U.  S.  N.,  who  in  response  to  my  request  placed  the  United  States  naval 
reservation  at  Great  Harbor,  Culebra  Island,  at  the  disposal  of  the  cadets, 
for  the  purpose  of  camping.  While  at  St.  Thomas,  the  cadets  were  given 
Uberty  in  the  afternoon  until  5.30  p.m. 

At  10  A.M.,  May  26,  the  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  St.  Thomas  and 
anchored  in  Great  Harbor,  Culebra  Island,  on  the  same  day.  Shortly 
after  coming  to  anchor,  there  was  a  very  heavy  rainstorm,  which  lasted 
for  about  twenty-four  hours.  This  was  the  only  rain  of  any  moment 
which  the  ship  encountered  until  she  arrived  at  Mattapoisett,  Mass.,  on 
August  12. 
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On  the  afternoon  of  May  27,  the  cadet  battahon  was  landed  and  a  camp 
estabhshed  under  the  command  of  Commander  H.  G.  Copeland,  the  execu- 
tive officer.  Some  of  the  buildings  on  the  naval  reservation  were  found  to 
be  in  a  very  good  state  of  repair,  and  it  was  decided  to  use  them  rather 
than  improvise  tents  in  case  of  a  repetition  of  the  heavj^  rain.  A  large 
boathouse  on  the  water  front,  having  a  cement  floor,  was  quickly  fitted  up 
so  that  all  cadets  could  shng  their  hammocks  in  it.  Another  building  was 
used  as  officers'  quarters,  one  as  a  galley  and  a  fourth  as  sick  quarters. 
The  details  for  camp  discipline  were  made,  posting  a  regular  guard  and 
sentries.  While  in  camp,  in  addition  to  the  regular  drills,  instruction  was 
given  in  aiming  and  sighting,  with  a  view  to  preparing  the  cadets  for 
target  practice  at  Guantanamo.  The  conduct  of  the  cadets,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  while  ashore  was  excellent,  and  I  beUeve  that  they  greatly 
benefited  by  the  experience.  There  was  a  cool,  gentle  breeze  every  night, 
blowing  directly  into  the  boathouse  where  the  cadets  slept.  The  boat- 
house  was  open  on  the  water  front,  thus  making  the  cadets  more  com- 
fortable while  in  camp  than  on  board  ship.  On  June  2  the  battalion 
returned  to  the  ship. 

At  8.30  A.M.  on  June  3  the  "Nantucket"  left  Great  Harbor  and  this 
day  and  the  following  were  spent  in  the  smooth  water  near  Culebra,  in- 
struction being  given  the  cadets  of  the  first  and  second  classes  in  the  prac- 
tical adjustment  of  the  compass  and  finding  the  residual  de\'iations  by 
swinging  ship  by  the  methods  of  time  azimuths  of  the  sun  and  the  bear- 
ings of  a  distant  object  These  classes  also  practiced  at  plotting  the  ship's 
position  by  sextant  angles  and  compass  bearings. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico,  on  June  4.  The 
following  day  I  called  on  the  Acting  Governor.  The  cadets  were  exercised 
in  boats  under  sail  and  oars  daily  while  in  this  port  and  routine  instruction 
was  carried  on  in  the  forenoon.  Liberty  was  granted  by  watches  to  the 
first  and  second  classes  from  1.30  to  8.45  p.m.  and  to  the  third  and  fourth 
classes  from  1.30  to  5.30  p.m.,  so  that  all  cadets  had  an  opportunity  to 
visit  the  points  of  interest  in  and  about  San  Juan.  WTiile  at  San  Juan  the 
weather  on  the  whole  was  very  good,  with  very  Uttle  rain,  the  evenings 
nearly  always  being  cool  and  pleasant  with  a  gentle  breeze.  The  health 
of  the  officers,  cadets  and  crew  was  very  good. 

At  2  P.M.,  June  10,  the  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  San  Juan  for  Guanta- 
namo, Cuba,  under  two  boilers,  sail  being  used  during  about  one-third  of 
the  passage.  The  ship  anchored  in  Guantanamo  Bay,  off  the  United 
States  naval  station,  on  June  13.  The  next  morning  I  exchanged  visits 
with  the  commandant.  Commander  Guy  Whitlock,  U.  S.  N.,  and  obtained 
permission  from  him  to  use  the  small  arm  range.  June  14,  15  and  16  the 
first  and  second  classes  were  engaged  in  shooting  the  marksman's  course 
for  small  arms  quahfication.  The  preHminary  instruction  of  the  cadets 
and  the  course  as  shot  were  in  accordance  with  the  small  arms  firing 
regulations  of  the  Navy  in  use  at  the  present  time.  The  entire  course 
was  supervised  by  the  executive  officer,  who  holds  an  expert's  quahfication 
medal  for  small  arms  marksmanship.   He  was  assisted  by  the  navigator, 
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Mr.  Thompson  and  Lieutenants  Kelley  and  Merrill,  U.  S.  N.  R.  F.  Not- 
withstanding the  inadequate  amount  of  preparation  for  actual  firing  which 
the  cadets  received  prior  to  going  on  the  range,  the  percentage  of  qualifi- 
cation was  high. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Guantanamo,  Cuba,  at  9.45  a.m.,  June 
17,  arriving  at  Santiago  de  Cuba  on  the  same  day.  WTiile  at  Santiago 
the  weather  was  hot,  but  the  routine  was  carried  on  as  nearly  as  possible. 
I  called  on  the  United  States  consul  and  arrangements  were  made  through 
him  to  have  the  cadets  visit  Moro  Castle  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor, 
and  each  watch  went  down  in  the  ship's  boats  early  in  the  morning.  The 
cadets  were  given  liberty  by  watches  until  sunset,  so  that  ample  oppor- 
tunity was  afforded  to  visit  all  places  of  interest  in  and  about  the  city. 

We  sailed  from  Santiago  de  Cuba  on  June  21  and  anchored  at  Charles- 
ton, S.  C,  June  26.  The  passage  was  made  under  two  boilers  and  sail 
was  carried  most  of  the  way.  The  weather  was  excellent  for  navigation 
work,  and  the  first  and  second  classes  were  instructed  in  taking  sights  of 
the  sun,  moon  and  stars  and  working  them  out. 

The  ''Nantucket"  sailed  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  June  30,  anchoring 
off  the  United  States  Naval  Hospital,  Norfolk,  Va.,  at  2.20  p.m.,  July  2. 
The  weather  was  clear  and  pleasant,  good  for  navigation  work  until  near 
Cape  Hatteras,  when  it  became  too  hazy  to  pick  up  the  light  vessel,  and 
the  run  to  Cape  Henry  was  made  with  the  sounding  machine  during  the 
night.  While  at  Norfolk  supplies  and  coal  were  received  from  the  naval 
supply  base.  The  cadets  visited  the  navy  yard  and  the  Pennsylvania 
nautical  schoolship,  the  U.  S.  S.  "Annapohs,"  at  that  time  in  drydock  at 
the  yard.  Boat  and  signal  drills  were  held  in  the  forenoon  and  liberty 
given  in  the  afternoon,  by  watches.  The  ship  was  full  dressed  on  July  5 
in  observance  of  the  national  holiday.  Visits  were  exchanged  between  the 
captains  and  officers  of  the  "Nantucket"  and  the  "Annapolis."  I  also 
called  on  the  commandant  of  the  navy  j'^ard. 

Leaving  Norfolk  on  July  9,  the  "Nantucket"  anchored  off  the  Newport 
News  Shipbuilding  and  Drydock  Company  at  4.24  p.m.  the  same  day. 
I  called  on^r.  Homer  L.  Ferguson,  the  president  of  the  company,  and 
arrangements  were  made  with  him  to  have  the  cadets  visit  the  yard. 
The  next  day  the  first  and  second  classes,  in  charge  of  the  executive  officer, 
accompanied  by  the  chief  engineer  and  the  navigator,  had  an  instructive 
visit  to  the  various  shops,  and  among  other  things  they  had  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  observe  the  various  processes  in  the  construction  and 
repair  of  turbines. 

The  ship  sailed  from  NcTv^ort  News,  Va.,  on  July  10  and  anchored  off 
the  United  States  naval  air  station,  near  the  Army  War  College,  Wash- 
ington, on  July  12.  During  the  passage  from  Norfolk  to  Washington, 
the  navigation  squads  w^re  continually  exercised  at  plotting  the  ship's 
position  with  sextant  angles,  bearings  and  other  approved  methods. 
The  first  and  second  classes  were  also  given  the  opportunity  to  actually 
con  the  ship,  for  two  hours  at  a  time,  under  my  observation  or  that  of  the 
navigator,  and  some  of  them  did  very  well.    The  ceremonies,  as  directed 
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by  the  naval  regulations,  for  vessels  passing  Mount  Vernon  were  observed 
both  going  up  and  coming  down  the  river.  ^\Tiile  at  Washington,  the 
cadets  were  granted  extra  liberty  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  points  of 
interest  in  and  near  the  city. 

At  7.04  A.M.,  July  16,  the  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Washington,  an- 
choring off  the  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  at  2.04  p.m.,  July  17.  I  called 
on  Capt.  Amon  Bronson,  U.  S.  N.,  acting  superintendent,  and  made  ar- 
rangements for  the  cadets  to  visit  the  Naval  Academy,  which  they  did  on 
July  21.  The  following  buildings  were  inspected:  Library,  lecture  hall, 
steam  engineering,  department  of  mechanical  drawing,  blacksmith  shop, 
pattern  shop,  electrical  laboratory,  armory,  seamanship  building,  depart- 
ment of  navigation,  gymnasium  and  Bancroft  Hall  (quarters).  Officers 
from  each  department  conducted  the  officers  and  cadets  from  this  ship 
through  the  different  buildings,  and  the  visit  proved  very  interesting  and 
instructive.  One  of  the  Annapolis  newspapers  commented  on  the  fine 
appearance  and  bearing  of  the  cadets. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Annapolis  at  7.11  a.m.,  July  22.  The 
day  was  spent  underway,  drilling  the  members  of  the  first  and  second 
classes  in  going  alongside  a  dock.  Four  floats  with  flags  were  anchored 
about  400  yards  apart  in  a  straight  line,  and  each  cadet  in  turn  was  re- 
quired to  so  handle  the  helm  and  engines  as  to  stop  the  ship  with  the  buoy 
abreast  of  the  gangw^ay  and  near  enough  to  throw  a  heaving  line  to  the 
float,  but  not  to  touch  it.  Some  did  very  well.  Part  of  July  23  was  also 
devoted  to  this  drill,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day  to  sail  drill.  During 
these  drills,  the  engineer  cadets  took  entire  charge  of  and  worked  the 
engines.   The  chief  engineer  reported  that  they  did  very  well. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  the  Navy  operating  base,  Hampton 
Roads,  Va.,  on  July  24,  when  I  went  ashore  and  called  on  the  comman- 
dant, Rear  Admiral  A.  F.  Fechteler,  U.  S.  N.,  making  arrangements  for 
coahng.  The  ship  sailed  for  Nantucket  on  July  28.  During  this  passage 
the  cadets  of  all  classes  were  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  use  of  the  sounding 
machine,  using  both  the  tubes  and  the  depth  recorder.  The  weather  was 
good  for  practical  navigation,  and  the  routine  drills  and  instruction  were 
carried  out. 

The  "Nantucket"  arrived  at  Nantucket  on  July  31.  While  at  this 
port  the  cadets  were  exercised  in  boats  under  sail  and  oars,  and  the  regu- 
lar instruction  was  conducted.  Liberty  was  given  by  watches  in  the 
afternoons. 

Shortly  after  sailing  for  Mattapoisett  at  9.14  a.m.  on  August  11,  a  very 
heav\'  rain  set  in,  followed  by  dense  fog,  which  made  it  necessary  to  anchor 
at  Vineyard  Haven  for  tlie  night.  We  arrived  at  Mattapoisett  at  1.36 
P.M.,  August  12.  While  in  this  port,  the  weather  was  damp,  foggy  and 
rainy  much  of  the  ti  ne.  The  routine  drills  and  instruction  were  con- 
ducted as  far  as  practicable,  and,  when  this  was  not  permissible,  "sema- 
phore" and  "blinker"  signal  drills  were  given.  At  8.55  a.m.,  August  19, 
got  underway,  exercising  the  first  and  second  classes  at  going  alongside 
buoys  anchored  to  represent  wharves.   At  4.53  p.m.  we  anchored  off  New 
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Bedford,  and  the  next  morning,  after  receiving  stores  aboard,  got  under- 
way at  11.10  A.M.,  proceeding  to  Mattapoisett,  anchoring  at  1  p.m. 

The  "Nantucket"  sailed  from  Mattapoisett  for  Gardiners  Bay  on 
August  23,  proceeding  under  sail  and  steam  (two  boilers),  and  anchored 
in  Gardiners  Bay  at  6.47  p.m.  The  following  day,  we  got  underway  at 
9.04  A.M.,  and  exercised  at  going  alongside  buoys,  "man  overboard"  and 
"abandon  ship,"  all  hands  going  into  the  boats,  which  were  provided  and 
lowered  in  seven  minutes.  The  boat  for  "man  overboard"  was  lowered 
in  two  minutes.*  The  ship  proceeded  to  Greenport,  L.  L,  anchoring  at 

4  P.M. 

During  the  stay  at  Greenport  the  ship  was  painted  from  truck  to  water- 
line,  and  all  of  the  storerooms  were  broken  out,  cleaned  and  restowed. 
The  ship's  bottom  was  examined  at  all  points  where  accessible  and  painted 
where  necessary;  the  bilges  were  cleaned  and  painted.  After  working 
hours  the  cadets  frequently  sailed  for  pleasure  when  the  wind  served. 
The  "Nantucket"  sailed  for  Gloucester,  Mass.,  on  September  2,  carrying 
sail  from  the  anchorage  until  the  vicinity  of  Pollock  Rip  Slue,  and  arrived 
at  Gloucester  at  1.28  p.m.,  September  3. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School 
came  on  board  at  9.45  a.m.,  September  9,  to  inspect  the  ship  and  crew^ 
the  "Nantucket"  getting  underway  at  9.55.  Exercises  were  conducted 
at  "man  overboard,"  "sail  drill,"  "abandon  ship"  and  "fire  quarters." 
At  2  P.M.  we  proceeded  to  Boston,  via  the  main  ship  channel,  and  at  3.33 
anchored  off  State  Street,  at  which  time  the  Commissioners  left  the  ship. 
At  4.10  we  hove  up  anchor  and  at  4.45  went  alongside  Pier  No.  1  (east 
side)  at  the  navy  yard. 

During  the  entire  cruise,  the  health  of  the  officers,  cadets  and  crew  was 
generally  excellent.
